Whilst our Republican neighbors ore 
showing the most extraordinary enterprise 
in giving to their Pucitic dependencies 
the speediest mail facilities, we are doing 
Itteraily nothing to establish van - Over- 
land Mail through British territory. Nei- 
ther the Imperial nor local government is 
moving in the matter, and yet wo are 
bound to be the ^rcate:^! i;aincr by an 
Overland wagon road ami pu.-tal route.

It is only a fe .v years bai;k 
when Her .Majesty in njn'iiini; I'arliariien l 
alludeditii a continuous line of sell lenieiils 
connecting Canada with AVesiem Britisii 
America. Not'only in.thi.^ in^wu an indi- 
cation of the interest taken in^r future,but 
itailords an assuranoe that \vere the matter 
taken op' properly- thei - wagon road' could be 
accomplished, and; the-mail route would fol- 
low as a matter of course. Canada,.by send- 
ing out Professor Hind, and Englaiid' by 
sending Capt. Palliser, on exploriiii: expedi- 
ttionstothe Rocky Muimiain.-;, IjuUi indicated 
ia.di&posiiion to see ihe inlervoniiig, wastes' 
between Canada and Vaboouv«r Island 
opened up to civilization. 

The future of Canada dtMiem'.s irrcaily im 
her expansion weslward ; ami oni- fill are 
depends still more on coMnertiiii: onr.siilves 
more clusoly with tin: Kasli-rn I'hiviiii'.es. 
With the o.vcL'iilion of (^-ilibirnia ami An^- 
ttalia, Canada is the only place from wlieace 
there is an imrneJiaii,' hope of drawing pop- 
ulation to these Culoiiies.
